S.R.O. 329 , dated. 23 rd Sep., 1960 . — Tn exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-sections (1) and (4) of section 4 of the Army Act, 1950 (46 of 1950), the 
Centra] Government hereby: — 

(1) applies to the General Reserve Engineer Force, being a force raised 

and maintained in India under the authority of the Central Govern- 
ment, all the provisions of the said Act with the exception of those 
shown in Schedule A, subject to the modifications set forth in 
Schedule B; and 

(2) directs that the officers mentioned in the first column of Schedule C 

shall exorcise or perform in respect of members of the said Force 
under their command the jurisdiction, powers and duties incident to 
the operation of the said Act specified in the second column thereof.

(ii) In section 63, for the words “military discipline”, the word “discipline” 
shall be substituted. 

(iii) In section 73 — 

(a) the words "the punishment specified in clause (d) or clause (e) of 

section 71 and” shall bo omitted; and 

(b) for the words, brackets and letters “clauses (f) to (1) of that section”, 

the words, brackets and letters “clause (h), clause (i), clause (j) or 
clause (1) of section 71” shall be substituted. 

(iv) In sub-section (4) of section 81. for the words, brackets and letters 
“clauses (a), (b), (c) and (j)” the words, brackets and letters “clauses (a), (b) 
and (c)” shall be substituted. 

(v) In section 113, the words “each of whom has held a commission for not 
less than three whole years and” shall be omitted. 

(vi) in section 114, the words “each of whom has held a commission for not 
less than two whole years” shall be omitted. 

(vii) in sub-section (11 of section 116. the words “of any corps, department 
or detachment of the regular Army” shall be omitted.
